A Word About College Expenses.

As * rale, men interested in 
higher education are not good 
financiers. TLey are inclined to 
look at the "bright Bide" fctul go 
on spending their income and 
laying op nothing for a rainy day. 
I have never hesitated to speak 
oat boldly in favor of economy in 
the management of onr institu- 
tion, and with the passing yean 
I am more and more convinced 
that I was not mistaken. In 
this country there are millions 
of dollars laid up for the benefit 
of the lew who desire a higher 
education while private institu- 
tions are crowded with young 
people who are straggling to lay 
the foundation of a good practi- 
cal education. 

Then Chautauqua Circles are 
springing up all over the land 
for the purpose of making the 
members mutually helpful in the 
home study of the more import- 
ant branches of study in the Col- 
lege course. Should not these 
eigne of the times convince our 
educators that the long courses 
of study popular in the dark 
ages are not what the people 
want today? 

There are many reasons for 
this change but I shall not un- 
dertake to specify here further 
than to say that there is, in this 
country, no aristocracy in blood 
and an aristocracy in education 
is not popular.' Bat this long 
preamble waB intended as an in- 
troduction to the statement that 
another University has come to 
grief. John Hopkins' Universi- 
ty was opened in 1876 with an 
endowment ot a million and a 
half of dollars or an estimated 
income of one hundred and fifty 
thousand. The management 
started out on this seemingly un- 
limited income with the idea of 
making their College the most 
popular one in the United Statss 
as a means of accomplishing this 
they made the expenses one hun- 
dred and thirty thousand dollars 
per annum. Now that they 
have been running thirteen years 
they find themselves practically 
without an income and they are 
compelled to beg to keep the 
school going until they decide 
what can be done with tbe in- 
vested endowment. Still there 
are those who would like to 
make Ashland University with- 
oat an endowment equal to J ohn 
Hopkins' University. It is nec- 
essary for a school to have good 
buildingB. ABhland University 
has these at present but they aro 
not paid for and I am in perfect 
accord with brethren who Bolieit 
you to donate money to pay this 
debt, be used ior that purpose. 
I have bat little more to say but 
I wish it understood that I do 
not favor the endowment of 
educational institutions, especial- 
ly in tbe Brethren church.
